known to any individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) more than three months prior to the 
filing of this Information Disclosure Statement. 

Subject matter related to this application is currently the subject of litigation, Civil 
Action Number: CV 02-2748, COMPUTER ASSOCIATES INTERNATIONAL, INC., v. 
SIMPLE.COM, INC. and WIRED SOLUTIONS, LLC, United States District Court Eastern 
District of New York. The enclosed documents were either created during the litigation and 
evidence asserted positions of the parties or the "experts" engaged by the parties regarding 
claim construction, scope or validity or produced during the course of this litigation and the 
Plaintiff in the subject litigation has asserted their materiality and/or relevance to the related 
patents in suit. The Examiner should be aware that the Special Master Reports and 
Recommendations have been the subject of extensive objections which have been briefed to 
the District Court Judge. Much of this briefing is also submitted herewith. The District 
Court Judge has not yet acted on or entered any of the Reports and Recommendations on 
claim construction, validity, enforceability or infringement. 

Moreover, Applicant desires to provide any and all possible information to the 
Examiner, such that the Examiner may perform a thorough analysis of the claimed invention 
with respect to the teachings of the art that is being alleged by the Plaintiff in the subject 
litigation. In furtherance of this desire to be comprehensive, Applicant has also submitted 
several of the Special Master's Reports and Recommendations regarding multiple issues in 
the subject litigation. The Examiner is encouraged to reference these pleadings as a roadmap 
to the various allegations, defenses, and recommendations that may be related to the claimed 
subject matter. 

Applicant initially attempted to submit the listed references in electronic format via 
the Office's electronic filing system. However, after initially being instructed by the Office 
that this would be possible and with regard to the format and size-limits which such 
electronic submission should be in, Applicant was later instructed by the Office that its 
electronic filing system could not handle the size of Applicant's submission. Subsequently, 
Applicant attempted to obtain permission from the examiners in this and other related 
applications to submit the listed references in electronic format on disk, but were not 
authorized to do so. In compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.98 and M.P.E.P. § 609.04(a), 
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Applicant hereby submits a legible copy of each of the listed references herewith in paper 
form. With regard to one of the books submitted herewith, CQ12, Teixera Steve et al., 
"Delphi 4 - Developer's Guide, The Authoritative Solution," Applicant has submitted one 
copy of the book in the IDS for commonly-owned, co-pending U.S. Patent Application 
Serial Number 09/838,927. In each of the other related cases, Applicant has filed only copies 
of the cover and copyright information. Should the Examiner in this case desire to review the 
contents of the book, he or she may obtain the book from the Examiner in Serial Number 
09/838,927. 

Additional information, which exists only in video format, is noted on the Office's 
PTO/SB/08 form, but which cannot be submitted in "paper" form. For example, Exhibit E to 
the Danny Goodman Declaration (CG8) is video data stored on a DVD. The only possible 
means for Applicant to submit this information to the Examiner was by submitting the actual 
DVD disk. This disk should reside in Box 13. If this disk at CG8 is unacceptable to the 
Examiner, Applicant will make such video available to the Examiner at the Examiner's 
convenience. Furthermore, if the Examiner wishes to have electronic access to all of the 
references listed herein, Applicant will make disks available to the Examiner that has each of 
the references listed herein in TIFF or PDF format, as the Examiner desires. 

In an attempt to direct the Examiner to relevant information within this IDS, 
Applicant would point to the material prepared and submitted in the litigation matter by the 
experts: Cameron Wiefenbach, Richard Belgard, and Danny Goodman; the depositions of 
Jeffrey Menninger and Dan Steinman along with their respective exhibits; the Special

Master's Reports; and the Briefing on the Summary Judgment along with their Exhibits, 
especially the Summary Judgments on improper inventorship, non-enablement, 
indefiniteness, anticipation, obviousness, inequitable conduct, written description, and 
invalidity.
